3B8CF/3B7 CARDS. QSL cards are being received from the 3B7CF/3B7 
operation of several months ago. Several people have reported both SSB 
and CW cards arriving, but reports are still few. It seems Jacky has now 
resumed sending cards since the holiday rush is over. He wanted to avoid 
the holiday rush because he was afraid the cards would get lost in mail. 


3D2, ROTUMA. DL1SDN, DJ1WM and DF2UU are now active from here until or 
around February 1st. Most reports seem to be on 7001, 14001, 28001 and 
around 28485 kHz throughout the day. 3D2DS is active mainly on SSB while 
3D2UU is active mostly on CW with very little SSB operations. QSL 3D2UU 
via DF2UU and 3D2DS via DL1SDN.

HFOPOL, SOUTH SHETLAND ISLANDS. January contacts with this Polish Arctic 
station indicate a new QSL manager/operator. QSLs now go to SP9DWT. Look 
for HFOPOL on 1832, 3502, 3799, 10105, 14002 and 21003 kHz around 2300 
to 0400z. 


OT, BELGIUM. The Belgian post authorities have announced they will issue 
special contest licences starting 1992. Now Belgium hams will be able 

to compete in international contests using the same equipment and power 
levels compared to other contest teams. Also, callsigns of these special 
licences will be like OT2A, OT2L, etc. for 1992 and they will be only 
valid for just one weekend. Next year a new set of calls will be issued. 
Be looking for these special calls during UBA Contests. 


UAOKG, WRANGEL ISLAND. Rumors still persist about this one possibly 
becoming a new DXCC country, but no word yet from the DXCC Desk. It has 
an IOTA AS-27. Most activity has been CW around the first 20 kHz of the 
band edge on 20 and 15 meters. QSL to Box 225, Magadan 665030, Russia. 
* Special note: This is not a YASME station. 


VU7, LACCADIVE ISLANDS. Denny, GW3CDP, reported a DXpedition to the 
Laccadives is scheduled for February 15th thru 28th. Nat, VU2NTA, and 
others will be using the callsign VU7LZ. The group is in need of funds 
which can be sent to: Bangalore DX Foundation, c/o VU2NTA callbook address. 


XYORR CARDS. Denny, GW3CDP, reported that Bob, WB2CVL, told him that he 
has received his visa and will be leaving for Russia February 9th. He 
will hand deliver the 28,500 QSL cards to Romeo, UB5JRR.
